The 1938 toffee, hide, and wax p ro ­ 
duction w as only equal to 15 per cent 
of that of a norm al y e ar before the 
Italian occupation. 
Italian restric tio n s on 
foreign ex ­ 
change. on capital 
im p orts a n d ex­ 
ports, and severe re g u la tio n s govern 
ing the everyday life and work of the 
people has m ade business 
virtually 
im possible. 
Many fo reign ers who risked ev ery ­ 
thing to stay behind have been de­ 
ported an d their fo rtu n es confiscated 
sim ply on the w ord of a F ascist who 
haft denounced th em to th e police.

The cost of living h a s gone up by leaps 
iud bounds and at present is fa r be­ 
yond the m ean s of the poo rer native 
classes.

and wax to Aden, w here they a re sold 
for sterling.

The com m odities a r e sold in Abyssinia 
for
